Dear  Sir, — The  Annual  Report  of  the  Medical  Department  of  the 
United  Fruit  Company  for  the  fiscal  year  ended  September  30,  1918,  is 
herewith  submitted. 

Personnel  : 

Your  attention  is  directed,  in  the  first  place,  to  the  changes  brought 
about  by  the  war  in  the  personnel  of  this  Department.  Under  normal 
conditions  our  medical  staff  in  the  tropics  consists  of  twenty-three 
physicians.  Since  the  beginning  of  the  war  we  have  had  ten  resigna- 
tions from  our  hospital  medical  staff.  All  the  ten,  three  of  whom  were 
Division  Superintendents,  received  commissions  in  the  military  ser- 
vice of  the  United  States.  The  resignations  of  the  Division  Super- 
intendents have  taken  place  during  the  past  year,  and  this  has  led  to 
considerable  temporary  disturbance  in  the  administration  of  this  Depart- 
ment. Owing  to  the  demands  upon  the  medical  profession  to  meet 
the  exigencies  of  war  we  have  had  considerable  difficulty  in  getting 
suitable  men;  but  at  the  present  time,  with  the  exception  of  one  Di- 
vision, I  am  glad  to  state  that  the  vacancies  in  our  staff  occasioned  by 
resignations  have  been  very  satisfactorily  filled.  In  addition  to  the 
resignations  received  from  .members  of  our  hospital  medical  staff,  practi- 
cally all  the  physicians  formerly  employed  on  our  passenger  steamships 
have  enlisted  in  some  branch  of  the  military  service,  and  they  have 
been  replaced  with  great  difficulty. 

Diseases: 

As  usual  we  have  to  report  that  the  prevailing  disease  during  the  past 
year  in  all  divisions  is  malaria,  and  we  have  had  to  economize  greatly 
in  the  use  of  quinine  because  of  the  difficulties  experienced  in  procuring 
licenses  from  the  War  Trade  Board  for  sufficient  quantities  to  meet  our 
needs.  At  present,  however,  I  may  say  that  we  are  receiving  more 
liberal  treatment,  and  we  trust  that  from  now  on  we  shall  have  no 
further  difficulties  in  this  respect.  Our  Superintendents  in  the  various 
divisions  have  found  the  use  of  quinine  prophylaxis  very  useful  in 
controlling  the  malarial  outbreaks,  thus  reducing  considerably  our 
malarial  morbidity — particularly  in  those  districts  where  sanitary 
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measures  for  the  prevention  of  the  breeding  of  mosquitoes  are  practi- 
cally impossible.  The  limited  quantity  of  quinine  that  we  have  been 
able  to  obtain  has  militated  against  their  success  in  carrying  out  these 
measures,  as  they  might  wish. 

During  the  past  year  we  have  treated  in  our  hospitals  and  dispensaries 
20,075  cases  of  malaria,  with  50  deaths;  and  we  have  had  41  cases  of 
hemoglobinuria  with  7  deaths.  One  of  our  Division  Superintendents 
has  introduced  a  new  method  in  the  treatment  of  these  conditions  by 
adding  glucose  to  the  normal  saline  solution  generally  used  in  treating 
these  cases  in  the  early  stages.  Undoubtedly  this  is  a  good  supportive 
measure,  and  will  be  advantageously  used  in  the  treatment  of  these 
cases  in  the  other  divisions. 

We  have  made  our  usual  energetic  campaign  against  ankylostomiasis, 
or  hookworm.  The  stools  of  all  patients  entering  our  hospitals  are 
carefully  examined,  and  when  the  disease  is  found  to  be  present, 
chenopodium  treatment  has  been  instituted.  The  results  have  been 
exceedingly  satisfactory.  We  find  that  the  percentage  of  cases  ad- 
mitted into  our  hospitals  necessitating  treatment  for  this  disease  is 
diminishing  annually. 

We  have  met  with  great  success  in  the  treatment  of  our  amoebic 
dysentery  cases  by  the  use  of  preliminary  hypodermic  injections  of 
emetine,  followed  by  the  oral  administration  of  bismuth  subnitrate  in 
large  doses.  We  have  had  two  cases  of  dysentery  in  the  Costa  Rica 
Division  due  to  the  comparatively  rare  organism,  Balantidium  coli. 
Both  of  these  cases  were  colored  laborers  engaged  in  the  care  of  pigs, 
in  which  this  organism  is  normally  present.  It  occasionally  becomes 
a  parasite  in  the  human  host.  Satisfactory  methods  of  treatment  for 
this  affection  are  not  known,  although  fortunately  the  disease  is  rarely 
fatal. 

We  have  had  considerable  typhoid  fever  among  the  laborers  in  the 
Cuban  Divisions  during  the  past  year.  This  has  been  traced  for  the 
most  part  to  fly  infection,  and  the  sanitary  measures  adopted,  together 
with  the  generous  use  of  vaccine,  has  practically  terminated  the  epi- 
demic. Eight  cases  of  typhoid  fever  also  appeared  in  the  Tela  Railroad 
Division  during  the  fiscal  year,  but  the  epidemic  was  rapidly  brought 
under  control.  There  was  a  mild  epidemic  in  Costa  Rica,  with  no 
fatalities,  which  is  now  under  control. 

In  Cuba  we  were  called  upon  to  treat  an  acute  epidemic  of  pneu- 
monia among  the  Haitian  laborers,  where  the  mortality  was  high,  as  is 
usual  in  this  class  of  cases  where  tuberculosis,  syphilis  and  ankylosto- 
miasis are  rife,  leading  to  lowered  resistance. 

As  usual,  the  Costa  Rica  Division  furnished  us  with  a  few  cases  of 
snake  bites.  During  the  past  year,  seven  cases  were  admitted  to  the 
hospital,  of  which  two  died.  The  latter  did  not  receive  any  treatment 
for  several  hours  after  they  were  bitten,  and  when  admitted  they  were 
suffering  from  the  usual  haemorrhages  from  the  skin  and  mucus  mem- 
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branes,  and  the  destruction  of  the  blood  vessels  had  been  so  great  as 
to  render  curative  measures  impossible.  The  snakes  responsible  for 
these  accidents  were  the  red  viper  and  the  water  moccasin. 

There  have  been  a  large  number  of  deaths  among  some  of  the  older 
members  of  our  laborers  from  arterial  degeneration,  leading  to  organic 
heart  disease  and  nephritis;  undoubtedly  due  to  chronic  syphilis,  al- 
coholism and  hard  labor.  These  conditions,  however,  are  not  peculiar 
to  our  divisions,  but  are  prevalent  in  all  tropical  countries. 

There  was  an  epidemic  of  measles  during  the  Spring  months  in  the 
Costa  Rica  Division,  but  it  was  of  mild  type  and  all  the  patients  re- 
covered. Fully  seventy-five  per  cent,  of  the  individuals  attacked  were 
adults — mostly  native  laborers. 

On  February  17,  1918,  a  schooner  arrived  in  the  port  of  Bocas  del 
Toro,  Panama,  from  the  Island  of  San  Andres,  Colombia,  with  a  case  of 
smallpox.  The  disease  was  recognized  by  the  Quarantine  Officer  at 
the  port,  and  prompt  measures  taken  to  control  it.  Three  cases  sub- 
sequently developed,  and  one  case  of  varioloid.  The  threatened  epi- 
demic was  quickly  suppressed. 

The  other  diseases  treated  in  the  various  divisions  are  set  forth  in 
the  detailed  classification  accompanying  this  report. 

Building  Operations: 

In  the  Banes  Division  a  new  ward  was  constructed,  capable  of  ac- 
commodating twenty -six  hospital  beds,  with  a  kitchen  and  dining- 
room  attached;  and  also  a  storeroom.  The  hospital  was  painted,  and 
other  minor  improvements  made,  and  the  building  is  now  in  excellent 
condition. 

In  the  Panama  Division  an  electric  lighting  plant  was  installed. 

In  the  Costa  Rica  Division  a  laboratory  was  rebuilt  and  equipped, 
and  arrangements  made  for  isolating  wards  which  local  conditions  made 
absolutely  necessary. 

In  all  the  other  Divisions  the  hospitals  have  likewise  been  maintained 
in  good  condition. 

Sanitation  : 

Extensive  sanitary  work  has  been  continued  in  all  the  Divisions,  and 
has  proved  very  effective  in  the  prevention  of  disease. 

It  is  very  gratifying  to  be  able  to  quote  from  the  report  of  our  Medical 
Superintendent  of  the  Guatemala  Division  in  regard  to  the  sanitary 
condition  existing  in  Barrios.  Up  to  three  years  ago  Barrios  was 
notorious  as  being  the  most  insanitary  port  visited  by  our  steamships. 
At  that  time  joint  sanitary  work  by  the  United  Fruit  Company  and 
the  International  Railways  of  Central  America  was  undertaken.  Subse- 
quently a  water  system  was  installed.  Our  Superintendent  there  reports 
on  the  present  condition  as  follows: 
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''The  sanitary  conditions  in  the  Division  are  satisfactory,  and  a 
special  effort  has  been  made  in  recent  months  to  reduce  the  mos- 
quito index,  especially  that  of  Stegomyia,  with  very  fair  results. 
The  drainage  system  in  Barrios,  combined  with  the  advantage  of 
the  new  water  supply,  has  reduced  our  malaria  admissions  very 
considerably,  and  has  resulted  in  bringing  the  stegomyia  index  to 
a  very  low  mark.  The  representative  of  the  U.  S.  Marine  Hos- 
pital Service,  Dr.  Park  Howell,  informs  me  that  he  has  been  unable 
to  find  a  single  specimen  of  stegomyia  mosquito  in  Barrios  and 
he  has  searched  the  town  very  carefully." 

Fumigation: 

The  cyanide  method  of  fumigation  has  been  thoroughly  carried  out 
on  all  our  steamships,  with  excellent  results. 

General  : 

The  percentage  of  cost  of  operating  the  Medical  Department  to 
total  operating  cost  of  the  Tropical  Divisions  for  the  fiscal  year 
was  0.87. 

No  cases  of  yellow  fever,  cholera,  plague  or  typhus  have  developed 
in  any  of  our  Divisions  or  been  treated  in  any  of  our  hospitals. 

During  the  past  year  we  have  extended  greatly  the  use  of  native  food 
products  in  all  of  our  Divisions,  which  has  proven  economical  and  per- 
fectly satisfactory,  and  consequently  decreased  considerably  the  amount 
exported  from  the  United  States  for  consumption  by  our  employees. 

Owing  to  the  universal  scarcity  of  wheat  flour  and  with  the  idea  of 
assisting  this  Government  and  its  Allies  to  the  fullest  possible  extent 
in  the  prosecution  of  the  war,  the  Medical  Department,  after  careful 
investigation  and  experimentation,  recommended  that  in  the  making 
of  bread  in  the  tropical  divisions,  boiled  green  banana  pulp  be  used  in 
connection  with  wheat-flour  dough.  This  was  generally  adopted  by 
the  Tropical  Divisions  with  very  satisfactory  results,  a  very  good 
quality  of  bread  being  made  and  a  saving  of  from  25  to  30  per  cent,  in 
wheat  flour  being  effected. 

It  is  very  gratifying  to  record  that  the  number  of  outside  patients 
seeking  medical  and  surgical  treatment  in  our  hospitals  has  increased 
considerably,  thus  demonstrating  that  the  members  of  our  medical 
staff  have  the  confidence  of  the  communities  in  which  we  operate.  In 
many  cases  patients  have  travelled  for  days  in  order  to  seek  relief  in  our 
institutions. 

It  may  be  mentioned  that  in  the  Costa  Rica  Division  our  Superin- 
tendent has  been  using  effectively  the  "Bipp"  paste  on  the  treatment 
of  wounds.  This  method  consists,  first,  in  the  mechanical  removal  of 
all  the  necrotic  material  and  tissue  detritus  from  the  surface  and  interior 
of  the  wound,  which  is  then  dried  with  alcohol  and  finally  the  antiseptic 
paste  known  as  "Bipp"  spread  over  the  wound  surface  and  rubbed 
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in.  After  this,  the  wound  is  sutured,  closed,  dressed  and  left  to  itself 
for  about  twelve  days,  after  which  time  it  is  expected  to  have  healed, 
or  nearly  so.  Small  wounds  need  not  be  sutured,  for  after  they  undergo  m 
the  treatment  they  heal  rapidly.  The  composition  of  "Bipp"  paste  is 
as  follows:  iodoform,  440  grams;  bismuth  subnitrate,  220  grams; 
paraffine,  220  grams.  The  bismuth  and  the  paraffine  are  sterilized  by 
dried  heat  at  120°  C.  for  half  an  hour;  the  bismuth  after  cooling  is 
mixed  with  the  iodoform  in  a  mortar,  which  has  been  sterilized  by 
means  of  boiling  water  and  formalin.  The  paraffine  is  added  to  the 
mixture  at  a  temperature  of  90°  and  thoroughly  mixed.  (Medical  and 
Surgical  Therapy;  edited  by  Surgeon-General  Sir  Alfred  Keogh,  New 
York  and  London.) 

An  article  on  the  successful  treatment  of  tetanus  by  the  Bacelli 
method,  by  Dr.  Manuel  Rojas  of  the  Costa  Rica  Division,  has  been 
sent  us  for  publication,  and  will  be  issued  shortly. 

Dr.  F.  C.  Watson,  Medical  Superintendent  of  the  Panama  Division, 
during  the  past  year  has  reported  a  case  of  the  presence  of  trematodes 
(Clonorchis  sinensis)  in  the  gall-bladder  of  a  Chinaman.  This  liver 
fluke,  which  is  common  in  China  and  Japan,  has  not  hitherto  been  re- 
ported in  Panama.  A  year  ago  one  of  our  physicians  in  Cuba  reported 
a  similar  case  existing  in  a  Chinaman  there — the  first  case  recorded  in 
Cuba.  The  case  occurring  in  Panama  was  reported  in  the  Annals  of 
Surgery.  Dr.  Watson  has  also  published  a  paper  entitled  "Paralysis 
of  the  Upper  Extremity  from  Compression  of  the  Brachial  Plexus  by 
Scar  Tissue;  Operation  and  Recovery,"  in  the  Journal  of  Surgery, 
Gynecology  and  Obstetrics. 

An  interesting  report  of  the  successful  treatment  of  a  case  of  myce- 
toma, or  Madura  foot,  with  accompanying  illustration  by  Dr.  H.  Navarro, 
of  the  Colombia  Division,  was  published  in  the  Journal  of  the  American 
Medical  Association. 

Dr.  S.  B.  Strong,  while  Medical  Superintendent  of  our  Preston  Divi- 
sion, published  in  the  Southern  Medical  Journal  an  article  entitled 
"  Trichocephalus  Dispar,"  reporting  some  cases  of  this  intestinal  worm 
and  its  pathogenic  properties. 

It  is  also  interesting  to  record  the  receipt  of  the  report  by  Doctors 
Sellards,  Bovie  and  Brooks,  of  Harvard  University,  on  the  "Biological 
Investigations  of  Tropical  Sunlight."  The  data  for  this  report  was 
compiled  from  experimental  work  undertaken  at  our  hospital  in  Santa 
Marta,  Colombia.  The  courtesies  of  the  United  Fruit  Company  were 
tendered  to  Doctors  Sellards  and  Bovie  in  order  to  carry  out  their 
investigations  satisfactorily. 

Referring  to  the  table  of  Vital  Statistics,  shown  on  pages  16-17, 
under  the  caption  "  Persons  Dependent  Upon  the  Medical  Department 
for  Treatment";  the  data  for  this  is  arrived  at  as  follows: — In  the 
case  of  "Employees,"  "Members  of  Families  of  Employees"  and 
"Other  Non-employees"  by  determining  the  monthly  average  of  such 
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persons  who  are  dependent  upon  the  Medical  Department  for  treat- 
ment in  all  the  tropical  divisions;  in  regard  to  "Passengers  on  Steam- 
ships" by  taking  the  total  number  of  passengers  carried  on  our  ships 
having  a  doctor  aboard;  and  as  to  the  "Officers,  Crew  and  Ships'  Labor- 
ers "  by  determining  the  average  number  carried  for  each  voyage  on  all 
our  ships  having  a  doctor  aboard. 

All  the  Officers  and  members  of  the  Crew  of  each  freight  and  pas- 
senger vessel  operated  by  the  Company  were  given  a  physical  examina- 
tion before  being  "Signed  on"  at  the  beginning  of  each  voyage,  at  the 
ports  of  Boston,  New  York  and  New  Orleans,  where  the  Company 
employs  Port  Medical  Officers,  and  143  persons  were  rejected  as  physi- 
cally unfit  for  service.  This  information  is  not  embodied  in  the  table 
of  Vital  Statistics. 

All  applicants  for  positions  in  the  tropics  were  examined,  either  by 
our  medical  staff  or  reputable  outside  physicians,  in  accordance  with 
our  Health  Certificate  (Form  2536),  and  7.8%  were  rejected  as  physi- 
cally unfit  to  undertake  work  in  the  tropics.  The  percentage  of  re- 
jections shows  the  importance  of  conducting  these  examinations.  The 
table  of  Vital  Statistics  does  not  include  this  information.
